MARY WRIGHT PLUMMER, 1856-1916

On October 25th, 1894, there appeared in 
La Nazionale of Florence an announcement 
which, in translation, read as follows: 

There has been for some days in our 
city one of the most distinguished of 
American librarians, Miss Mary Wright 
Plummer, who directs with great suc- 
cess the library of the Pratt Institute of 
New York. She takes an active part 
in all congresses of the American Library 
Association and is the bibliographical 
conductor of the Library School of 
Pratt Institute. She has come to 
Europe to study our library system and 
to attend the lectures on _ library 
economy which will be given next year 
at the University of Géttingen by 
Professor Dziatzko. Yesterday her 
Italian colleagues had the pleasure of 


meeting her at a tea graciously offered 

in her honor by Signora Sacconi-Ricci 

who worthily represents in Florence the 
best of Italian librarians. 

Of the modern interest in library affairs 
she found in Florence thirty-five years ago, 
in striking contrast to other European 
libraries she visited, Miss Plummer gave a 
humanized record in which she describes the 
eagerness of Cavaliere Bruschi, librarian at 
the Marucelliana, to know if certain shelves 
in his library, made in accordance with 
Mr. Poole’s directions, really looked like 
American ones and speaks of seeing there a 
Hammond typewriter and a recent number 
of the Library Journal. Her assurance that 
Signora Ricci, the assistant librarian, is 
“a charming woman as well as a scholarly 
one,” is the more readily believed since this 
mother of an eighteen months old baby boy, 
whose library day began at eleven o’clock in 
the morning, had confided to her that her 
book on Swiss, Austrian, and German 
libraries was written, in part, from notes 
taken on her wedding journey in those 
countries. The expressed desire to vivify 
for her American associates the names of 
Florentine librarians she had previously 
known only by reputation is characteristic 
of Miss Plummer’s lifelong habit of sharing 
with others her unique discoveries among 
people and ideas. 

Back of a name, whether that of an author 
of a book, the originator of an idea or an 
invention, the creator of a library, or a new 
way of teaching, there was always the swift 
recognition of personality and pure delight 
in any service she might render toward 
giving it release. Somewhere she has 
written: 

The word personality as often used 
now does not get its full meaning; we 
forget that it consists not only of what 
one looks like, and sounds like, and 
apparently feels like, but of all that one 
has made one’s own out of the realm of 
knowledge, and all that one has assimi- 
lated and made profitable from one’s 
experience. 
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Mary Wright Plummer could honestly lay 
claim to a goodly portion of the realm of 
knowledge she had made her own by per- 
sistent and thorough study, by delight and 
profit in travel both at home and abroad, 
by the exercise of an unfailing sense of 
humor, and by a humanitarism which knew 
no boundaries. 

She was born in Richmond, Indiana, of 
Quaker and pioneer stock in the year 1856. 
She received her early education in Indiana 
schools under the direction of Friends. 
Her aptitude for languages (she acquired a 
speaking as well as a reading knowledge of 
French, German, Italian, and Spanish) she 
regarded as an inheritance, in part, from a 
distinguished grandfather, Dr. John Thomas 
Plummer, a physician, linguist, and natu- 
ralist, who was a correspondent of Noah 
Webster while the dictionary was in the 
making, and a writer on scientific,educational, 
and agricultural subjects for periodicals of 
the time. This grandfather died when 
Mary Plummer was nine years old, but lived 
on as an inspiriting influence in many of her 
aspirations and accomplishments, including 
a meticulous use of the right word in any 
circumstances. 

When she was seventeen the family moved 
to Chicago, and with the exception of a year 
as a special student at Wellesley, Miss 
Plummer lived in Chicago until she entered 
the Columbia Library School as one of the 
pioneer class. Graduating in 1888 at the 
age of thirty-two, she made her first appear- 
ance before the American Library Associa- 
tion that year, at the Thousand Islands 
Conference, where she read a paper entitled 
“The Columbia College School of Library 
Economy from a Student’s Standpoint.”’ 

Her first library appointment was as 
cataloguer of the St. Louis Public Library 
and she next appears as the compiler of a 
“Class List of Social Science and Political 
Economy,” published by the St. Louis Public 
Library in February, 1889. 

In the fall of 1890 she was called to assist 
in the direction of the Pratt Institute Free 
Library and to organize a class there for the 
training of librarians. In 1891 she repre- 
sented this library at the first meeting of the 
A. L. A. in California. Four years later she 
was made director of the Pratt Institute 
Free Library and of the library school she 
had created and was given a year’s leave of 
absence for study and travel in Europe in 
preparation for larger duties in a new library 
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building, in the planning of which she had 
taken an active part. This was the first 
library in the country to have a children’s 
room included in an architect’s plan, and 
the first children’s room to have chairs and 
tables according to the specifications of a 
medical authority. The idea of special 
training for the work of children’s librarian 
also originated with Miss Plummer and was 
the natural expression of her own great love 
of children and her recognition of their right 
to intelligent service in the library. 

Her article on ‘The Work for Children 
in Free Libraries,’’ read before the Society 
of Friends in Philadelphia, is the most 
valuable of the early contributions to this 
department of library work and prophetic of 
its status in modern library administration. 
Miss Plummer’s numerous professional 
papers, lectures, and reports were invariably 
well written and her conclusions were drawn 
with a clear sense of scientific values. 

Her convincing presentation of the subject 
in print and the impression conveyed by her 
personality both at home and abroad, gave 
training for librarianship a significant place 
in the general field of education at a time 
when progressive schools of all kinds were 
in the throes of being born. 

During the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893, Miss Plummer had acted 
as Curator of the Pratt Institute Educational 
Exhibit. In the summer of 1900 she was 
United States delegate to the International 
Congress of Libraries and for two months 
she was in charge of a graphic exhibit at the 
Paris Exposition, presenting at this time a 
paper entitled, ‘‘De la coopération entre les 
bibliothéques, publiques et les ecoles pub- 
liques, aux Etats Unis’? and another paper 
on Bibliography. Miss Plummer’s clear 
perception of international relationships, her 
scholarly tastes and her warm friendships 
with European librarians and writers, con- 
tributed definitely to the cosmopolitan 
atmosphere of the library and the whole 
institution with which she was associated. 
Educators from all over the world were 
at that time visiting Pratt Institute to gain 
new ideas in demonstrable terms and the 
free library, thanks to Miss Plummer’s 
interpretation, proved one of the most 
interesting of these ideas. 

Close relations between the Library School, 
the Lenox Library, and other institutions, 
historical and cultural, confirmed the devel- 
opment of a library school of more ambitious 
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character than its endowment permitted 
and the advanced courses were reluctantly 
given up by the Pratt Library School. 

In 1911 Miss Plummer was called upon 
to organize a new library school, with a two 
years’ course, in conjunction with the opening 
of the central building of the New York 
Public Library. “It is going to mean a new 
school for new needs,” she said, ‘but we 
must not limit it to New York for New 
York.” — 

To the Library School of the New York 
Public Library she gave the full measure of 
her creative intelligence, her remarkable 
powers of organization, her mature judgment 
and her rich experience of life for a period of 
four years. She was still its Principal when 
she died in 1916. 

During the last year of her life she was 
elected president of the American Library 
Association, the second woman to receive 
this honor, and the last paper written by 
her was the stirring presidential message of 
the Asbury Park Conference of 1916. The 
program for the Conference, made in the 
full knowledge of her impending death, was 
characterized by the vigor, the vision, the 
liberality of outlook which distinguished all 
her work for the profession. 

Miss Plummer was twice elected president 
of the New York Library Club and once 
president of the New York State Library 
Association. She had a positive genius for 
the making of an interesting program of any 
kind—professional, literary, or purely social. 
Outside of her professional papers and her 
lectures upon literature, which were many 
and varied, Miss Plummer’s published 
writings were limited to the following:

Mary Wright Plummer was fully equipped 
to become a successful writer or editor at the 
time she entered the library field. She 
would have given distinction to the field of 
literary criticism. She became instead a 
creative force in her chosen profession, not 
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only in relation to the more popular phases 
of the public library’s educational work but 
in a type of scholarship more often found in 
European than in American libraries. 

She was truly at home with books in all 
languages and with the peoples of all coun- 
tries. In the work of hundreds of her 
students from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Coast, from Canada to Florida, and across 
the seas, she lives on and is remembered, as 
Mr. Bowker so truly described her, ‘‘a great 
woman, a great friend, and a great librarian.” 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Blackwood’s Magazine in its “American Edition” 
(which by the way is just the British magazine with 
an American cover) is setting a rather fast pace, for 
its January, 1930, issue was sent out arrayed by the 
binders in the February cover. A sticker with 
“January, 1930” on it can be had of the publishers, 
but we can’t imagine many being used, and expect to 
continue to tell librarians that their January, 1930, 
isn’t really missing, that they haven’t got duplicate 
Februarys, that the extra February they threw away 
wasn’t an extra, that if we can know the inside date 
of the number they have kept we will know which 
one is to be replaced. 

Century. We are sorry to have made an error in 
our last issue, for the publishers decided a double 
index covering vols. 118-119 was “‘not so good,’’ and 
have printed separate titles and indexes, one for 
vol. 118, May to August, and a separate one for — 
that single issue (Autumn, 1929) which will constitute 
the whole of vol. 119. 

Colophon, a book collectors’ quarterly. Here is a 
beautiful example of printing, a quarterly of rare 
excellence (each issue bound in boards), to be con- 
cerned with “collected and collectable books” — 
first editions, fine printing, incunabula, Association 
books, Americana, bibliography, manuscripts, book 
illustration, with examples. A notable and unusual 
thing is that the various signatures are by various 
presses, in various places, and printed at different 
times. Thus pagination of the magazine is impos- 
sible. Only 2,000 copies printed of Part I, February, 
1930. Hurry, you collectors with hobbies, here 
are articles on Mark Twain, Washington, Whitman, 
and most of the edition of no. 1 already sold. $10.00 
a year. 

Fortune. No. 1 (February, 1930) of one of the 
most pretentious periodicals de luxe is now before us, 
after nearly a year of hints and notices as to its 
scope and looks. We understand that a large edition 
has been sold by subscription in advance of publi- 
cation — a tribute to the advertising campaign put 
on by the publishers. It is 1114 x 14 inches, $10.00 
a year monthly, single numbers $1.00, no free samples. 
The purpose of Fortune is to reflect industrial life in 
ink and paper and word and picture, to record current 
discoveries, and owing to its very large format to 
give an artistic value and prominence to color and 
black-and-white advertising such as we have not 
seen hitherto. The contents for February: Hogs, 
Freezing, Banks, Islands, Glass, James [Arthur 
Curtis James], R. C. A., Color, Orchids, Orient, 
Rothschilds. 184 pages of which 120 are adver- 
tisements. 
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Ghost Stories, we learn, died with March, 1930. 
Now can a ghost die? Was there ever a ghost that 
was alive, except those base and cowardly imitations 
staged to scare good people? Still a ghost can be 
laid, and we will let Ghost Stories lie in peace. 

Living Age, our old sedate eclectic weekly, so many 
years from its start in 1844 called Littell’s Living Age, 
has become quite frivolous in its publication lately. 
From a weekly it changed to semi-monthly October 1, 
1926, then became monthly with May, 1928, and 
tried to become a regular magazine, but after August, 
1929, vol. 336, no. 4344, the monthly series ended, 
and from a size of 11 x 9, it changed to 1014 x 8 and 
became semi-monthly again September 1, 1929, 
being vol. 337, no. 4345. 

MS. We spoke of Manuscripts in our last issue, 
vol. 1, no. 1, October, 1929. We have before us 
now MS published monthly except July-August, 
and vol. 1, no. 6, is December, 1929. There is a 
growing desire to use capital letters to designate 
magazines: QST is the well known amateur radio 
periodical, P. M. L. A. is the new way the editors of 
Publications of the Modern Language Association print 
their title. Akin to these is Aera (the journal of the 
American Electric Railway Association) which looks 
like a flying magazine but isn’t. Triple X is a fiction 
thriller, which hardly would dare print itself as X XX 
in these prohibition days; and then there is Miss 
1929, recently changed to Miss 1930, a magazine for 
the girl of today. 

New Freeman. Vol. 1, no. 1, March 15, 1930, 
starts off a new weekly. Thus “the new Freeman” 
as the editors prefer to capitalize it, seems very like 
the old “Freeman” and we predict the word “new” 
is to be dropped if this reincarnation succeeds in 
passing that infantile period wherein the mortality 
of magazines is so great. The journal is distinctly in 
sympathy with the soviets and communists. 

Readers’ Digest was one man’s bright idea—a 
selection each month of “articles of lasting interest, 
in condensed form,’’ taken from the popular maga- 
zines. Imitators have been quick to enter this field 
and we now see: ‘“Fleet’s Review, vol. 1, no. 1, Jan- 
uary, 1929, the best from the better magazines,’’ 
articles shortened to about half their original length; 
“Magazine Review, vol. 1, no. 1, August, 1929, a 
digest of the month’s outstanding articles;’’ “Cur- 
rent Reading, vol. 1, no. 1, November, 1929, a digest 
of worthwhile articles; “Current Affairs, vol.- 1, 
no. 1, October, 1929, the cream of the month’s maga- 
zines.”’ All five of these “condensed’’ magazines are 
small octavo in size, about 74% or 8 inches by 5 or 544. 

Southern Cultivator changed owners recently, and 
somehow, somewhere lost vol. 87, nos. 4 to 10. In 
other words the old periodical died with April 15, 
1929, vol. 87, no. 3, and the new proprietors resumed 

ublication October 1, 1929, with vol. 87, no. 11. 

ms as if after 86 volumes they might have done a 

little better with vol. 87, that volume with a “hole” 
in it never to be filled. 

Subscription Books Bulletin, quarterly, vol. 1, no. 1, 
January, 1930. We are delighted to see this field 
covered at last by a periodical. Librarians have 
devoutly wished for such advice on subscription

BOSTWICK, ARTHUR E. The American Public 
Library, Fourth Edition. 

Dr. Bostwick, in bringing up to date the develop- 
ment in the history of the public library since his 
first edition (1910), has found it necessary practically 
to rewrite the book. It has been entirely reset. New 
chapters of note are: Adult Education; The Art 
Collection; County Library; Training for Librarian- 
ship. A very interesting and helpful treatise for 
librarian, student, and general reader, by one in the 
forefront of library progress.

CASFORD, E. LENORE. The Magazines of the

This is a critical study of the decadent writers of 
the 1890’s as shown in these British periodicals: 
The Albemarle, The Yellow Book, The Savoy, The Anti- 
Philistine, The Butterfly, The Dome, The Hobby 
Horse, The Pageant, The Quarto. It is well to have 
this series of essays on the above shattered magazines, 
for they had a wonderful vogue and really mar 
a phase in writing and illustration which has left its 
imprint on subsequent times. 

University of Oregon Publications, Language and Literature 
Series, vol. 1, no. 1. September, 1929. 39 pages. 

HUGHES, HOWARD L. Schools and Libraries (of 
Trenton, New Jersey, and vicinity). 

Mr. Hughes has written a chapter for the History 
of Trenton, 1679-1929, with the above title, and a 
reprint in pamphlet form is before us. Two-thirds of 
the chapter is devoted to a very full and carefully 
worked out account of the growth of Trenton’s 
school system. His findings regarding the library 
facilities of the region are most interesting. Starting 
with a “Trenton Library Company” in 1750, the 
librarian of which should “give attendance at the 
library room Wednesdays and Saturdays from eleven 
till one o’clock,”” we learn that the next library was 
The Apprentices’ Library of 1821. This library was 
absorbed into the Y. M. C. A. in the late '60’s but 
that organization stopped in 1879, when the W. C. 
T. U. took over Trenton’s library needs until the 
Union Library Company was formed. In 1900 was 
organized the present public library, of which Adam 
Strohm was the first librarian. There are now five 
branches and a staff of forty-one persons is required 
to administer what at first one person could do on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays from 11 to 1.

LEWIN, EVANS.

This first volume of nearly 550 page quarto size, 
two columns to the page, will be a most valuable 
reference book in any large library. The Library of 
the Royal Empire Society, aiming to have all printed 
matter relating to the Overseas Empire, and problems 
of colonization now contains over ,000 books and 
pamphlets, the most important collection on this 
subject to be found. A catalogue of such a collection 
has many uses outside the library in question. Vol. 1 
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has the first 189 pages devoted to works of a general 
nature, covering the British Empire. The remainder of 
vol. 1 covers Africa, and the wealth of printed material 
available on the British possessions as well as those 
colonies of other countries in Africa will make this work 
of great reference value wherever Africa is studied. 
The arrangement is by countries, with subdivisions 
as needed; then the entries are alphabetted by 
subject headings. The whole work when finally 
finished will be one of the notable printed catalogues 
of the world. The use of this African volume, now 
available, will be immediate and widespread.

Moopy, KATHARINE T. The Library Within 
the Walls. 

This is the eighth in the series of ‘‘ Classics of Amer- 
ican Librarianship,” edited by Arthur E. Bostwick. 
It is a reprint of notable articles and addresses on 
library reference service. Among the authors of 
reprinted essays we find such names as S. S. Green, 
John Cotton Dana, James K. Hosmer, F. P. Hill, 
Wilberforce Eames, Melvil Dewey, Charles A. Cutter, 
William F. Poole of the older school, and many of 
the more recent notables in the library field, Bishop, 
Corinne Bacon, Lydenberg, Bostwick, C. H. Brown, 
Keogh, Carlton, Jennings. A useful compilation of 
articles on all phases of the subject, not easily found 
in their scattered original places of publication.

This is a most timely little book when the world is 
turning to discussions of how to end war. The com- 
piler’s ‘‘Foreword”’ is in itself a most understanding 
essay on the gospel of peace. The books, selected 
with great care, and each with descriptive annotation, 
will focus attention on permanent peace.

SAYERS, W. C. BERWICK. An Introduction to 
Classification. Third edition, rewritten. 

Since the issue of the second edition in 1922, Mr. 
Sayers has thought from his teaching experience that 
the part that dealt with practical classifying was 
weak, and therefore needed amplification. The 
author divides his book into I, Theoretical; II, 
Historical and Practical; III, A short course in 
Practical Classification, with special reference to the 
decimal classification. 

Part II will be found to be an excellent essay on 
the various classifications, British Museum, Edward 
Edwards, Decimal, Expansive, Library of Congress, 
etc. In Part III the questions set for students to 
answer will be found of great help in teaching this 
subject.

SAYERS, W. C. BERWICK. The Revision of the 
Stock of a Public Library. 
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This is a very small book, called an “‘exercise” in 
the author’s preface. He has investigated the life 
of library Sones the quality and incidence of readers’ 
demands, the cost of book issues, etc. Space is 
limited in libraries, and readers now expect that 
books on the shelves are the best selection in each 
subject, a radical change from twenty years - 
when libraries were more like storehouses, and the 
books went on accumulating, without the drastic 
revision now required almost daily.
